The Black Knight* were lying in wait to spnng an ambush. For inexperienced tank 
crew*, this was the safest and most effective method of engaging the enemies. The 
company was divided up into platoons, who would each be assigned a fire rone. 

When any enemy tanks entered that zone, all guns would concentrate fire to eliminate 
them almost instantly. This system of zoning and concentrated fire was known as the 
PaKfront. one of the most effective tactics for panzer divisions in the war.

The wheels were in motion before anyone realized it... 

In Mar. 1979, Israel and Egypt signed a peace-treaty in Washington D.C. and outraged Arab oil-producers, led by Saudi 
Arabia, placed an oil embargo on U.S. and her allies. In response, the U.S. sent its 7th fleet to the Persian Gulf to forcibly 
secure oil fields. The U.S. 5th air force stationed in Japan also assisted with this operation, further spreading an 
ominous air throughout Asia. Meanwhile, tensions sparked again along the Sino-Vietnam borders, and the Soviets, who 
were pro-Vietnam and anti-China, decided to enlarge the war by invading China via the borders in Mongolia and 
Siberia. However, despite the growing world crisis, the Japanese public was far more concerned at facing its second oil 
shock since 1973. On Oct. 2 of 198X, the Chinese government requested Japan for naval assistance as part of the Peace 
and Friendship Treaty between China and Japan. And on Oct. 3, the Soviet government deemed the Japanese response 
to be hostile and thus forced Japanese diplomats to withdraw back to Japan.
